B ut it is urged that it is im politic for a 
State to engage in such trade ventures as 
properly 
belong to private investm ent. 
The assumption is ill founded that supply­ 
ing State educational institutions with oper­ 
ative tools is exclusively, or in any sense, 
the prerogative of private investm ent. 
Since the undisputed right and power 
resides in the State to exclude any of the 
products of private investm ent from the 
schools, it follows that it is a legitim ate 
province of the State to provide the oper­ 
ative tools for its own institutions. 
B ut,the great and overshadowing reason 
for voting for the am endm ent is that 
already referred to. the freeing of Boards 
of Education and Legislatures from the 
co'.porteuring of the book agents the p ri­ 
vate publishing houses can now, from their 
profits, roundly salary to canvass the State, 
buy up and control local public influences, 
enlist political bosses, bribe school direct­ 
ors, and corrupt teachers, and thus make 
the common school system the channel of 
venality and the m edium of demoralizing 
practices. 
^W hatever possibility will arise, of the 
increased work 
to 
be pu t 
upon the 
State 
Printing 
Department, 
becoming 
the source of legislative corruption in 
the m atter of furnishing th at D epart­ 
m ent w ith 
supplies, 
it cannot 
m ake 
any near approach to the viciousness of the 
present system of supplying the people 
w ith hooks for their children. W hile the 
whole scheme of our educational system 
contemplates the ennobling of the youth of 
the land, the elevation of the common 
schools to a high m oral plane, and their 
complete divorcement from the plots of 
political gamesters, it is undeniable that 
our present method of selecting school 
books drags the whole school system into 
the mire of ward politics, and trails its 
robes in the gutters of corruption. 
The proposed am endm ent should he 
thoughtfully studied. 
It reads w ithout 
am biguity and is in these words : 
Section 7. The Governor, Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, and the Principals of the 
State Normal Schools shall constitute the State 
Board of Education, and shall compite, or cause 
to he compiled, and adopt a uniform series of 
text-books for use in the common schools 
throughout the State. 
The State Board may 
cause such text books, when adopted, to be 
printed and published by the Hupcriutendent of 
State Printing at the State Printing Office, and 
when so printed and published, to be distrib­ 
uted and sold at the cost price of printing, pub­ 
lishing and distributing the same. The text­ 
books so adopted shall continue in use not less 
than four years; and said State Board shall per­ 
form such other duties as may be prescribed by­ 
law. 


NOT DISCOURAGING. 


VOTE FOR THE AMENBMENT. 


The present involvement ol the local 
Board of Education with the school-book 
publishers emphasizes the duty of voters to 
ratify the constitutional amendm ent pro­ 
viding for the printing of the text-books 
for our schools by the State. 
W e have al­ 
ready reviewed in detail and answered the 
objections raised by the Teachers’ State 
Convention. 
Let us look at the m atter now in a more 
logical manner. The am endm ent is an 
coonomie measure, because it will remove 
from the fifty-eight Boards of Education 
the suspicion, now attaching, of venal 
practices. 
In m any cases this is no suspi­ 
cion. hut established fact. 
It is notorious 
th a t educational officers in large numbers 
are corrupted by book agents. 
It is notori­ 
ous that the ambition of no sm all num ber 
of men to serve in unsalaried positions 
upon Boards of Education is prom pted by 
the stealings jxissible in the adoption of 
text-books. 
W hen those opportunities are removed it 
w ill be jtossible to till Boards of Education 
w ith better intellectual and educational 
tim ber, for tire am endm ent will tend, very 
largely, to take school elections out of pol­ 
itics. 
There are now some good Boards, 
m any conscientious and philanthropic Di­ 
rectors. but we will undertake to say that 
in scores of cases in the past it has been 
found impossible to fill these Boards with 
m en fitted by experience and education for 
the im portant trust, and that tnanv Boards 
of Education in this State arc very une­ 
venly balanced. 
If publishers w ithin tin State can afford 
the commercial venture of preparing school 
hooks deemed worthy <>t adoption by coun­ 
tv and city Boards, the State can better 
afford to do the same, since the factor of 
profit is. in its case, eliminated. 
If Eastern 
houses find it profitable to prepare editions 
of text-books, especially for this State—as 
they do, for instance, in the case of geogra­ 
phies—the State can afford to do the sam e 
and save the margin of profit to the people, 
that now goes into the pockets of the pub­ 
lishers. 
No m atter w hether the late esti­ 
m ates of the Superintendent of State P rint­ 
in g are too low or not. The question is not 
affected by that possibility. 
The world of 
literature is open to the State lor compila­ 
tion of Readers; the world of skilled writers, 
of geographers, m athem aticians and his­ 
torians. is as ready to prepare matter, 
under competition for the State, as for 
private publishers. There is no 
upon knowledge, no close corporation con­ 
trolling scholarship. 
If the State, how­ 
ever, is placed in the earlier years of the 
experim ent at some disadvantage as to cost 
in procuring the text matter, the elim ina­ 
tion of the im mense profits m ade by pub­ 
lishers will largely neutralize it. 
The objection that the State supervisory 
authorities cannot secure as satisfactory 
m atter as private publishers, is sim ply an 
insult to intelligence. If our fifty-eight 
distinct boards in fifty two counties are 
now deemed capable of selecting front 
among scores of competing hooks, the now 
board of five persons will certainly jtossees 
equal capacity to select for the whole State 
from among the products of echóla:.ship 
which Will offer under competition. The 
world is not so poor in 


lit their recent Convention the fruit­ 
growers in attendance com plained with 
bitterness of tiie apparent w ant of interest, 
by horticulturists, in the work of the Con­ 
vention—in fact, it was but slenderly at­ 
tended. 
W e do not th in k there is lack of 
interest. Self-interest is one of the greatest 
motors of hum an action. There is not a 
fruit-grower in the State who does not fully 
realize the im portance of these Conven­ 
tions, and the necessity for frequent con­ 
sultations upon the subject of horticulture. 
B ut in all things there are leaders. 
In all 
movem ents of reform and progress the 
labor falls upon a few—the m en w ho have 
the requisite courage to grapple w ith un ­ 
solved problems, and the spirit of self- 
sacrificc warm w ithin them . On the other 
hand, the mass of men arc diffident about 
engaging prom inently ¡11 any such work. 
They are content with giving silent ap­ 
proval; content to see others lead and do 
battle, and satisfied with giving them sup­ 
port. 
This does not indicate- lack of 
interest; 
it should not be 
m istaken 
for indifference. 
If those w ho attended 
the Fruit-Growers’ Convention so estimate 
it in the case of the horticultural interests, 
they will discover their error by inquiry. 
Or if they have made any mistakes they 
will find every horticulturist in the State 
thoroughly informed of the errors and 
ready to point them nut. Delegates to such 
Conventions should not he disheartened 
because all do not come forward and fill 
the auditorium s, who are interested in the 
deliberations of such bodies. This is a 
reading age, and uo convocation w ith open 
doors is unattended by those interested, 
since the proceedings are followed closely 
by the people through the press. In fact, 
we are of the belief that a select num ber of 
horticulturists, for instance, can legislate to 
better advantage for the interests of all than 
if the Conventionsjof that class have h u n ­ 
dreds of names upon the roll calls. There 
is not always strength in numbers.

The Board Refuses to Modify the 
Ordinance—The Levy of the 
Bond Tax Postpoued.

Hoard o f Supervisors. 
The Hoard iuet yesterday, all members 
present. 
M iontcs.read and approved. Mr. 
Cardwell appeared before the Board rela­ 
tive to a road to Mississippi Bar. After 
hearing rem arks on the subject, the Board, 
on motion of Mr. Stein man, decided to 
visit the premises and exam ine the road 
this morning. 
An application for an order of election 
for Trustees of Reclamation District No. 3 
was received, and, on motion of Mr. Smith, 
it was ordered that an election be held No­ 
vember 11 tli, at the house of W illiam s & 
Bixler, W alker’s Landing. 
A request was received from citizens liv­ 
ing north of the American river, requesting 
a suspension of work on the Folsom bridge 
till they could get certain crops to m arket. 
Mr. Christy stated that the request had 
been made to the contractors, who liad 
complied w ith it so far. and the m atter 
rested with them. 
Win. K. Gerber, County Auditor, pre­ 
sented his annual report, in regard to tax 
levy, etc., which was read and placed on 
file. 
The Board proceeded to levy the tax for 
the thirty-sixth fiscal year, as follows: 
State purposes, 45 1-5 cents on each $100; 
county general fund, 20 cents ; school fund, 
10 cents; hospital fund, 11 cents; sinking 
and interest fund, 6 cents ; Court-house and 
jail fund, 1} cents ; county bonds of 1872 
lund, 6 3-10 cents ; hospital sinking and in­ 
terest fund, 21 cents; C. P. ÍÍ. R. bond 
fund, 2A cents; county road fund. 15 cents 
—levied on property outside of the city. 
Total, $1 05, w ithin tlie city. 
A special 
school tax in Elder Creek District of $300, 
in Sylvan District of $250, and in San Juan 
District of $200. was also levied. 
Mr. M cLaughlin introduced a resolution 
appointing I’. If. Gardiner a Trustee of 
Swamp Land Reclamation District, No. 407 
(A ndrus Island), vice W illiam Wilcox, who 
has declined to act. Adopted. 
The committee to whom was referred the 
bids for repairing the road on the north 
4t l e of the Am erican river reported, recom­ 
m ending that the contract for earth and 
brush work be awarded to Jam es Touliev 
at 45 cents per yard, and 17 cents per yard 
for scraping, he being the lowest bidder, 
and that he give a bond in the sum of 
$2,000. On motion of Mr. Smith, the report 
was adopted. 
The length of railways in the county, 
with the apportionm ent of such to school 
and road districts was ordered and declared, 
under Section 3065 of the Political Code. 
Board adjourned until 10 A. >i. to-morrow.

The Board of City Trustees m et in regu­ 
lar session at 10 a. m. yesterday, all the 
members present. 
Long before the hour of 
meeting the room was crowded w ith citi­ 
zens from the eastern portion of the city 
who were opposed to the modification of 
the ordinance relative to the m aintenance 
of slaughter-houses w ithin the city limits. 
Some m onths since a num ber of citizens in 
the eastern portion of the city m et one 
evening at the residence of Victor Lernay 
and petitioned the Board of Trustees to 
have the slaughter-houses of A. & A. 
H eilbron, w hich arc located in that vicin­ 
ity, declared a nuisance, and, if possible, 
removed from the city. After evidence suf­ 
ficient had been brought before the Board 
of H ealth to establish the fact that the 
slaughter-houses 
were a nuisance, the 
Board 
so 
declared and ordered their 
removal. 
The 
citizens, 
whom 
it 
appears 
had 
once before 
been 
in ­ 
volved 
w ith 
the H eilbrons regarding 
their hide-houses, were determined that 
the slaughter-houses should be removed, 
and to th at end employed Grove. L. John­ 
son to prosecute the cases. 
Fearing a con­ 
viction could not be secured before a jury 
when the fact of a nuisance existing would 
have to be established, the defendants were 
proceeded against w ith a city ordinance, 
which prohibits the 
m aintenance of a 
slaughter-house w ithin the corporate lim its 
of the city. The Judge refused to adm it 
any testimony regarding the cleanliness of 
the place, holding that it was only neces­ 
sary to establish the fact that it was within 
the city lim its and the parties were guilty 
of a misdemeanor. On the 29th of Sep­ 
tem ber the Heilbrons introduced the fol­ 
lowing ordinance, w hich caused the people 
to assemble in such large num bers yester­ 
day. It is the ordinance as it now "exists, 
except the portion in brackets, w hich is 
added. 
If passed, all the slaughter-houses 
now in the city would be allowed to re­ 
main : 
Section 1. Section 7 of Chapter 10 of Ordi­ 
nance 17 is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: Section 7. It shall not be lawful for any 
person to slaughter any animal within the city, 
or erect, m aintain or use within the city any 
house, shed or other building as a slaughter­ 
house, or to dress or clean any slaughtered 
animal within the city [except that portion of 
the city lying south of O street and east of 
Twenty-ninth street of said city: also that por­ 
tion of said city lying south of X street and 
west of Third street of said city; and, provided, 
that this exception shall only extend to the 
slaughter-houses now w ithin ihose prescribed 
limits]; or for any person, agent or owner to 
keep any pit, pool or vat ot standing waters for 
tanners’ or dyers’ use, or for any other purpose 
whatever that will render it unwholesome or 
offensive; or for any person, agent, owner or 
tenant to discharge, leave upon, place, or keep 
upon or in any street, alley, public square, lot, 
yard or other place within the city, anv noxious 
privy, sink or cesspool, or any dead animal, 
bird or fish, green hides or skins, putrid, un­ 
sound, unwholesome or refuse flesh, offal, gar­ 
bage. or filth of any kind or nature whatever. 
Every owner, lessee, tenant, or agent, or occu­ 
pant shall be liable for any violation of this 
section, either jointly or alone. 
The m atter has been tried in the Police 
Court, but the jury failed to agree, and 
since then the Suprem e Court lias decided 
that the ordinance is valid. The Heilbrons, 
however, have constantly m aintained that 
they did not m aintain a n u isan ce; that 
tbeir slaughter-houses were not inim ical to 
the health of anyone, and were located in 
remote and sparsely-populated parts of the 
city, where no injury is being done to any of 
the inhabitants; that said houses were con­ 
structed and fitted for said business long 
before the said ordinance was passed ; that 
saiil houses are conducted in such m anner 
as to em it no noxious, unhealthy or annoy­ 
ing smell, and they are not nuisances to 
any person or in any sense; th at said houses 
have been examined, and some of them 
approved by- the Board of H ealth of said 
city, and also by the Board of Trustees; 
that the effect of said ordinance is to con­ 
demn the good and bad alike, and to de­ 
stroy the lawful use of property held in 
private ownership ; that the said ordinance 
is arbitrary in its present form, and should 
be amended so as to condemn only such 
as are conducted in an uncleanly, unhealthy 
and unwholesome m anner, "so th at the 
question as to w hether said houses are in 
fact nuisances m ay be subm itted to and 
decided by a jufy. 
W hen the proposed ordinance was pre­ 
sented it had the written indorsement of 
the Board of H ealth. They said they had 
visited the premises, and were of the opin­ 
ion that they should be allowed to rem ain 
where they now are, so that they would he 
w ithin the jurisdiction of the city authori­ 
ties, and by th at means could be kept 
unobnoxious and cleanly. The Heilbrons 
asked the im m ediate passage of the ordi­ 
nance. The Trustees all agreed to vote for 
its passage on the recommendation of the 
Board of H ealth, but insisted on its being 
laid over for one week, under the rule. 
Grove L. Johnson, on behalf of his 
clients, protested against the passage of the 
proposed ordinance. W hile he was aruging 
the im propriety of its passage Dr. f’luness, 
the President of the Board of H ealth, who 
had been sent for, came in, and Mr. John­ 
son gave way to allow the taking of his 
testimony. 
Dr. Cluness said that originally he was 
unqualifiedly in favor of removing all the 
slaughter-houses from w ithin the city lim ­ 
its. 
H e was of th a t opinion until a few 
days ago, when lie was informed that the 
Heilbrons proposed, if compelled to, to 
move just a block further east,which would 
take them outside the city limits. This 
would he of no particular benefit, as the 
nuisance would still remain. 
H e had vis­ 
ited the slaughter-houses on tiiree different 
occasions, and on each visit found them in 
a more cleanly condition than on the pre­ 
ceding. They removed their hogs, im ­ 
proved the premises, and assured him that 
in the future they would be kept clean. 
If 
that were true, it", in his opinion, would he 
better to have them on this side of the line 
and under control of the municipal author­ 
ities. 
(in last Saturday 1 e again visited the 
premises and found them very filthy—not 
nearly so clean as on former visits. Thirty- 
seven hogs were in the pens, and he was 
informed bv a lady who lived nearby that 
they had been there fur several days, and 
he was of the opinion that they were 
still there. 
He 
said 
that the floors 
and walks were covered with 
excre­ 
m ent and filth an inch in thickness, 
and lying on the floor were two carcasses 
of large calves which had been taken from 
the carcasses of slaughtered cows, and 
about this species of veal were thousands of 
flies. 
He now was in favor of having the 
slaughter-houses removed ; in his opinion 
they were nuisances, would he maintained 
as such, and ought to be abolished. 
He 
did not think such places should be allowed 
in the city, and was of tbe opinion that tbe 
Trustees would act unwisely if tlicy mod­ 
ified the existing ordinance so as to legalize 
them. 
Attorney-General H art, counsel fur Ileil- 
bron, asked the doctor if it wvre not bettor 
lave it just inside the city, where it 
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could be controlled, than ju st outside, where 
the city authorities would have no jurisdic­ 
tion. 
Dr. Cluness replied: 
“ I am informed. 
Mr. Hart, bv em inent legal authority, that 
it can be abated outside the city just as 
easily as inside.” 
A. H erm an, who owns a few vacant lots 
near the slaughter-houses, read a long argu­ 
m ent against the proposed ordinance. 
Grove L. Johnson said he thought it use­ 
less to add anything to the rem arks of Dr. 
Cluness. 
He certainly must he regarded as 
authority, and his rem arks were unm is­ 
takable. 
He said the im provem ents on the 
Heilbron lots Consisted of a few old build­ 
ings worth less than $500. 
In his opinion 
they ought to move outside the city. 
He 
advised the Trustees to leave the ordinance 
as it is, saying the passage would inure to 
the benefit of the Heilbrons only, and 
would he a positive injury to the entire 
community. 
Clinton L. W hite, one of the attorneys 
for the Heilbrons, spoke at length in favor 
of the passage of the am ended ordinance. 
He said 
the 
nrdirfanee sought to he 
amended was passed under very peculiar 
circumstances, was a dead letter for m any 
vears, was unearthed by Mr. Devlin when 
lie codified the ordinances, and discovered 
by Mr. Johnson to prosecute the Heilbrons 
with. 
The slaughter-houses were estab­ 
lished elev- n years before the passagi of 
the ordinanr". 
H e said his clients were 
law-abiding citizens, but would not subm it 
to a confiscation of their property. 
He 
said the attorney on the other side laid 
great stress on the fact th at there was an 
ordinance against the 
m aintenance of 
.slaughter-houses w ithin the city jiim j. 
Well, what of it '.’ Every city in die Unioii 
has its Butchertown. -There is a law on 
the statute bucks that defines gam bling as 
a crime. W hat of it? W hat does our City 
Trustees do bu t to license it? 
License n 
crime and drive an indispensable industry 
from the city ? 
License gam bling and 
drive a legitimate business front Sacra­ 
m ento ? 
E x-M ajor Green said be was of the opin-’ 
ion that the proposed ordinance was good 
and should be passed. 
Slaughter-houses 
were not unhealthy. 
Mr. H art m ade a lengthy and able argu­ 
m ent in tayor of his clients 


spoke at length, reviewing the question 
m ost thoroughly. The Board, after hear­ 
ing the argum ents, refused unanim ously to 
pass the am endm ent. 
. 
Some roonthsago N. V. H atch, who keeps 
a dairy at Twenty-second and O streets, was 
notified to rem ove his cows from the city. 
This he promised to do before the first of 
October. So far he has failed to keep his 
promise, and will be proceeded against nt 
once.

Serious A ccid en t.—W illiam Robinson, 
a farmer who resides near Antelope, in 
this county, came to Sacram ento yesterday 
m orning with a load of grapes for the 
Eagle winery, at Eighteenth and P streets. 
Shortly after crossing the levee on Twelfth 
street, a num ber of boys, discovering tbe 
contents of th e wagon, began to follow, 
begging for fruit. 
Being a kind-hearted 
individual he stopped several times and 
allowed the lads to help themselves: 
H e 
soon discovered, however that his kindness 
was not appreciated, for the num ber of 
boys increased each block he traveled. They 
became more im portunate and disrespectful, 
and filially began clam bering into the wagon 
and helping themselves. 
H e a t last found 
that he would have to defend his load w ith 
his whip or be rubbed of the contents of his 
wagon. For a dozen blocks he fought the 
young hoodlum s, in vain endeavors to keep 
them from pilfering. At Eighteenth and 
O streets, a young m an. apparently about 
20 years of age, jum ped on the wagon and 
began throwing the grapes oft' to the score 
of boys that were following. 
Mr. Robin­ 
son, while striking at the fellow with liis 
whip, dropped one of his lines, his horses 
became frightened, turned short, cramped 
the wagon and threw him from his seat to 
the ground. 
The horses luckily did not 
run away; if they had, the wheels of the 
wagon would have passed over his pros­ 
trate form. Parties who witnessed the ac­ 
cident. ran to the assistance of Mr. Robin­ 
son, while tbe hoodlum s scattered in every 
direction. H e was placed in a buggy and 
conveyed to the W indsor Hotel. Surgeons 
were sum moned, and it was ascertained 
that the hip bone of his left leg was broken 
at the socket. The doctors say that he will 
have to lay on his baek for at least three 
m onths, and perhaps for a m uch longer 
tim e. 


E d u ca tio n a l Notes.—The night school 
opened in th e second story of the High 
School building last night w ith about 
twenty-five scholars, under I’rof. Hyde. 
The school will probably till up rapidly 
during the m onth. On the lower floor of 
the H igh School building, at 7 o’clock, 
Prof. Lepowitz last evening opened the free 
school in m echanical drawing. 
Nearly 
fifty scholars registered. 
After a descrip­ 
tion of the instrum ents necessary to pro­ 
cure, the lessons began, the first beginning 
with the point, the line, horizontals, per­ 
pendicular, vertical and parallel lines, and 
passing on to angles of all forms, the 
square, etc.. in order to familiarize the pu­ 
pils with technical definitions w hich they 
will be called on constantly to employ. The 
illustrations were all made on the black­ 
board aiid proved deeply interesting. There 
can be no doubt but that th e school will 
prove of great im portance to such as attend. 
There is scarcely any vocation in life in 
which the instruction given will not be of 
im m ediate value. To-night the pupils be­ 
gin w ith their draw ing hoards and paper, 
and will lie taught how to prepare their 
working m aterials and tools.

He alleges that he discovered that the lat­ 
ter had tfeen taking the m oney a few 
m onth’s before he (Bum s) w ent out of of­ 
fice. accused hint of it, and he adm itted it.

After 
hearing rem arks on the subject, the Board, 
on motion of Mr. Steinman, derided to 
visit the premises and exam ine the road 
this morning. 
An application for an order of election 
lor Trustees of Reclamation District No. 3 
was received, and, on motion of Mr. Smith, 
it was ordered that an election ho held No­ 
vem ber 1 1 th, at the house of W illiams A 
Bixler, W alker's Landing. 
A request was received from citizens liv­ 
ing north of the American river, requesting 
a suspension of work on the Folsom bridge 
till they could get certain crops to market. 
Mr. Christy stated that the request had 
been made to the contractors, who had 
complied with it so far, and the m atter 
rested with them . 
W in. K. Gerber, County Auditor, pre­ 
sented his annual report, in regard to tax 
levy, etc., which was read and placed on 
file. 
The Board proceeded to levy the tax for 
the thirty-sixth fiscal year, as follows: 
State purposes, 45 1-5 cents on each $100; 
county general fund, 20 cents ; school fund, 
lOcer.ts; hospital fund, 11 cents; sinking 
and interest fund, 6 cents ; Court-house and 
jail fund, l i cents ; county bonds of 1872 
tund, 0 .'5-10 cents ; hospital sinking and in­ 
terest fund, 21 cents; C. I*. It. R. bond 
fund, 21 cents; county road fund, 15 cents 
—levied on property outside of the city. 
Total, $1 05, w ithin the city. A special 
school tax in Elder Creek District of $300, 
in Sylvan District of $250, and in San Juan 
District of $200 was also levied.

The Board of City Trustees m et in regu­ 
lar session at 10 a . m. yesterday, all the 
members present. 
Long before the hour of 
meeting the room was crowded with citi­ 
zens from the eastern portion of the city 
who were opposed to the modification of 
I the ordinance relative to the m aintenance 
of slaughter-houses w ithin the city limits. 
Some m onths since a num ber of citizens in 
the eastern portion of tlie city m et one 
evening at the residence of Victor Lemay 
and petitioned the Board of Trustees to 
have the slaughter-houses of A. & A. 
Heilbron. which are located in that vicin­ 
ity, declared a nuisance, and, if possible, 
removed from the city. After evidence suf­ 
ficient had been brought before the Board 
of H ealth to establish the fact that the 
slaughter-houses 
were 
a nuisance, the 
Board 
so 
declared and ordered . their 
removal. 
The 
citizens, 
whom 
it 
appears 
hail 
once before 
been 
in­ 
volved 
with 
the H eilbrons regarding 
their hide-houses, were determined that 
the slaughter-houses should he removed, 
and to that end employed Grove. I.. Jo h n ­ 
son to prosecute the cases. Fearing a con­ 
viction could not he secured before a jury 
when the fact of a nuisance existing would 
have to lie established, the defendants were 
proceeded against w ith a city ordinance, 
which prohibits the 
maintenance of a 
slaughter-house w ithin the corporate lim its 
of the city. The Judge refused to adm it 
any testimony regarding the cleanliness of 
the place, holding that it was only neces­ 
sary to establish the fact that it was w ithin 
the city limits and the parties were guilty 
of a misdemeanor. On the 29th of Sep­ 
tem ber the Ileilbrons introduced the fol­ 
lowing ordinance, w hich caused the people 
to assemble in such large num bers yester­ 
day. 
It is the ordinance as it now exists, 
except the portion in brackets, which is 
added. 
If passed, all the slaughter-houses 
now in the city would be allowed to re­ 
main : 
Section 1. Section 7 of Chapter 10 of Ordi­ 
nance 17 is hereby amended so as to rend as 
follows: Section 7. It shall not tie lawfiil for any 
person to slaughter any animal within the citv, 
or erect, m aintain or use within the city any 
house, shed or other buildiug as a slaughter­ 
house, or to dress or clean any slaughtered 
auimal within the city [except that portion of 
the city lying south of O street and east of 
Twenty-ninth street of said city; also that por­ 
tion of said city lying south of X street and 
west of Third street ot said city; aud, provided, 
that this exception shall only extend to the 
slaughter-houses now within those prescribed 
limits]; or for any person, agent or owner to 
keep any pit, pool or vat ot standing waters for 
tanners' or dyers' use, or for any other purpose 
whatever that will render it unwholesome or 
offensive; or for any person, agent, owner or 
tenunt to discharge, leave upon, place, or keep 
upon or in any street, alley, public square, lot,

Every owner, lessee, tenant, or agent, or occu­ 
pant shall be liable for any violation of this 
section, either jointly or alone. 
The m atter has been tried in the Police 
Court, but the jury failed to agree, and 
since then the Suprem e Court has decided 
that the ordinance is valid. The Ileilbrons, 
however, have constantly m aintained that 
they did not m aintain a nuisan ce; that 
their slaughter-houses were not inim ical to 
the health of anyone, and were located in 
remote and sparsely-populated parts of the 
city, where no injury is being done to any of 
the inhabitants; that said houses were con­ 
structed and fitted for said business long 
before the said ordinance was passed : that 
said houses are conducted in such m anner 
as to em it no noxious, unhealthy or annoy­ 
ing smell, and they are not nuisances to 
any person or in any sense ; that said houses 
have been examined, and some of them 
npproved by the Board of H ealth of said 
city, and also by the Board of Trustees; 
that the effect of said ordinance is to con­ 
demn the good and bad alike, and to de­ 
stroy the lawful use of property held in 
private ownership ; that the said ordinance 
is arbitrary in its present form, and should 
be amended so as to condemn only such 
as are conducted in an uncleanly, unhealthy 
and unwholesome m anner, so th at the 
question as to w hether said houses are in 
fact nuisances m ay he subm itted to and 
decided by a jufv. 
W hen the proposed ordinance was pre­ 
sented it had the written indorsement of 
the Board of H ealth. They said they had 
visited the premises, and were of the "opin­ 
ion that they should be allowed to rem ain 
where they now are, so that they would he 
within the jurisdiction of the city authori­ 
ties, and by th at means could be kept 
unobnoxious and cleanly. The H eilbrons 
asked the im mediate passage of the ordi­ 
nance. The Trustees all agreed to vote for 
its passage on the recommendation of the 
Board of H ealth, but insisted on its being 
laid over for one week, under the rule. 
Grove L. Johnson, on behalf of his 
clients, protested against the passage of the 
proposed ordinance. W hile he was aruging 
the im propriety of its passage Dr. Clnness, 
the President of the Board of H ealth, who 
had been sent for, came in. and Mr. John­ 
son gave way to allow the taking of his 
testimony. 
Dr. Clnness said that originally he was 
unqualifiedly in favor of removing all the 
slaughter-houses from w ithin the city lim ­ 
its. H e was of that opinion until a few 
days ago, when he was informed that the 
Heilbrons proposed, if compelled to, to 
move just a block further east,which would 
take them outside the city limits. This 
would be of no particular benefit, as the 
nuisance would still rem ain. 
He had vis­ 
ited the slaughter-houses on three different 
occasions, and on each visit found them in 
a more cleanly condition than on the pre­ 
ceding. They removed their hogs, im ­ 
proved the premises, and assured him that 
in the future they would be kept clean. 
If 
that were true. if. in his opinion, would he 
better to have them on this side of the line 
and under control of the municipal author­ 
ities. On last Saturday he again visited the 
premises and found them very filthy—not 
nearly s o clean a s on former visits. Thirty- 
seven hogs were in the pens, and he was 
informed by a lady who lived nearby that 
they had been thorp fur several days, and 
he was of the opinion that they were 
still there, 
lie 
said 
that the" ffoors 
an<l 
walks were covered with 
excre­ 
m ent and filth an inch in thickness, 
and lying on the floor were two carcasses 
of large calves which had been taken from 
fined I Hie carcasses of slaughtered cows, and 
¡ about this species of veal were thousands of 
flies. 
He now was in favor of having the 
slaughter-houses rem oved; in his opinion 
they were nuisances, would he maintained 
as such, and ought to he abolished. 
He 
did not think such places should he allowed 
in the city, and was of the opinion that the 
Trustees would act unwisely if they mod­ 
ified the existing ordinance so as to legalize 
them. 
Attorney-General Iiart, counsel fur Heil­ 
bron. asked the doctor if it ware not better 
to have it just inside the city, where it 
could he controlled, than just outside, where 
the city authorities would have no jurisdic­ 
tion. 
Dr. Cluness replied : “ I am informed. 
Mr. H art, by em inent legal authority, that 
it can be abated outside the city just as 
easily as inside." 
A. H erm an, who owns a few vacant lots 
near the slaughter-houses, read a long argu­ 
m ent against the proposed ordinance. 
Grove L. Johnson said he thought it use­ 
less to add anything to I lie rem arks of Dr. 
Cluness. 
He certainly m ust he regarded as 
authority, and his rem arks were unm is­ 
takable. 
II tsaid the im provem ents on the 
Heilbron lots consisted of a few old build­ 
ings worth less than $500. 
In his opinion 
they ought to move outside the city, 
lío 
advised the Trustees to leave the ordinance 
as it is, saying the passage would inure to 
the benefit of the Heilbrons only, and 
would he a positive injury to the entire 
comm unity. 
Clinton L. W hite, one of the attom rvs 
for the Heilbrons, spoke at length in favor 
of the passage of the amended ordinance. 
H e said 
the 
ordiffance sought to he 
amended was passed under very peculiar 
circumstances, was a dead letter for many 
years, was unearthed by Mr. Devlin when 
be codified the ordinances, and discovered 
by Mr. Johnson to prosecute the Heilbrons 
w ith.

S e r io c s A c c id e n t .—W illiam Robinson, 
a farmer w ho resides near Antelope, in 
this county, came to Sacram ento yesterday 
morning with a load of grapes for the 
Eagle winery, at Eighteenth and P streets. 
Shortly after crossing the levee on Twelfth 
street, a num ber of boys, discovering the 
contents of th e wagon, began to follow, 
begging for fruit. Being a kind-hearted 
individual he stopped several tim es and 
allotved the lads to help themselves; 
He 
soon discovered, however that his kindness 
was not appreciated, for the num ber of 
boys increased each block he traveled. They 
became more im portunate and disrespectful, 
and finally began clam bering into the wagon 
and helping themselves, 
lie at last found 
that he would have to defend his load w ith 
his whip or be robbed of the contents ofhis 
wagon. F or a dozen blocks he fought the 
young hoodlums, in vain endeavors to keep 
them from pilfering. At Eighteenth and 
O streets, a "young m an, apparently about 
20 years of age, jum ped on the wagon and 
began throwing the grapes off' to the score 
of boys that were following. 
Mr. Robin­ 
son, while striking at the fellow w ith his 
whip, dropped one of his lines, his horses 
became frightened, turned short, cramped 
the wagon and threw him from his seat to 
the ground. 
The horses luckily did not 
run away; if they had, the wheels of the 
wagon would have passed over his pros­ 
trate form.

fifty scholars registered. A fter a descrip­ 
tion of the instrum ents necessary to pro­ 
cure. the lessons began, the first beginning 
with the point, the line, horizontals, per­ 
pendicular, vertical and parallel lines, and 
passing on to angles of all forms, the 
square, etc.. in order to familiarize the pu­ 
pils w ith technical definitions which they 
will be called on constantly to employ. The 
illustrations were all made on the black­ 
board aiul proved deeply interesting. There 
can lie no doubt but that the school will 
prove of great im portance to such as attend. 
There is scarcely any vocation in life in 
w hich the instruction given will not be of 
im m ediate value. To-night the pupils be­ 
gin w ith their draw ing boards and paper, 
and will lie taught how to prepare their 
working m aterials and tools.
